entirely unexpected, and the blow com- 


pletely prostrated her. She had ex- 
pected only a Jail sentente in addition 
to the four months of incarceration al- 
ready experienced. 

“I was imposed upon,” she almost 
hysterically exclaimed. ‘‘The State At- 
torney, W. R. Bach, assured me that I 
would receive all possible leniency. I 
construed this, naturally enough, to 
mean a Jail sentence only. 

“‘While I appreciate what my lawyer 
has done for me, yet I became nervous 
ever the long delay. He was successful 
in obtaining a postponement of my case, 
but I could not bear to Stay in this 
awful place day after day and I wished 
to have the uncertainty over. I think 
that I have been sufficiently punished 
already, but I. would not have objected 
to a Jail sentence in addition. 

Says She Was Fooled. 

The State’s Attorney has been try- 
ing to persuade me to plead guilty 
and he Kept repeating that I would 
be given lenient treatment. I was 
foolish enough ‘to believe that leni- 
ency meant a jail sentence instead 
of the penitentiary. 

“When I made up my mind 


and throw myself upon its mercy, I 
naturally supposed that Mr. Bach. 
when I made my piea, would arise and 
Speak to the Judge Myers in my be- 
half. I was appalled when, instead, 
he sat through the whole proceeding 
without making a suggestion or even 
in the slightest degree seeking to aid 
me. I was crushed by this failure 
to help me at such a critical juncture, 

“I admit that I did wrong in using 
the church funds, but I hoped that it 
would be possible for me to pay back 
the money before it was called for. I 
also admit forging Miss Lemme’s 
name ‘to a note, but I was in desper- 
ate need of money and I honestly be- 
lieved that my relatives, when they 
knew of my plight, would give me the 
money to meet it. They have ignored 
me and now I must suffer for it. J] 
never would have made my plea in 
court but for the positive assurance 
of the State’s Attorney. I believe if 
the case had gone to trial that 1 
would have been able to get off with 
a jail sentence. 

Coolly Pleaded Guilty. 

Dismissing her lawyer, Miss Dixon 
yesterday walked before the bar of the 
Cireult Court and pleaded guilty to the 
charge of embezzling $1300 from the or- 
gan funds of the Gleaner Society of the 
Second Presbyterian Church and also 
to the forgery of a note of $300. 

The prisoner’s demeanor was cool and 
Self-possessed and there was no change 
when Judge C. D. Myers sentenced her 
to the Penitentiary for an indeterminate 
term. She will be taken to prison to- 
morrow. 

Miss Dixon was able to obtain bond 
for the first week after the charge of 
embezzlement was brouglit against her, 
but when a charge of forgery was filed 
and there became rumers of other 
peculations, her bonasmen became 
alarmed and surrendered her to the 
Sheriff. She has been in Jail since. 

Miss Dixon was arrested last Febru- 
ary. She was treasurer of the Gleaner 
Society and the money she appropriated 


rs When the organ was received 
thefe was no money to pay for it. 

Then called on for an explanation 
Miss Dixon told conflicting stories as 
to what she had done with the money. 
It is understood she spent the money 
on clothes _for herself.

‘“T am glad to get back,” said Grote- 


fend, ‘‘and I wiii take my medicine.” 

He declined to discuss the reasons for 
his taking $3,383.97 from the Washington 
National Bank of St. Leuis,. in which 
he was a teller, but velunteered this 
much: 

“A little more than u year ago I got 
into bad company. I received a salary 
of $68 a month and had a wife and baby 
to support. 

“I was living beyond my -income and 
spending and iosing money in ways in 
which I had no business to ‘burn’ it. 
Before I knew it, 1 was in so deep there 
was no getting out or covering it up any 
longer. 

“I had not the courage to go to the 
president of the bank, who had always 
been my friend, and tell him what I 
had done. 

“So I took $70, deserted m+ wife and 
baby and came to New York, where I 
cought a second cabin ticket on the 
American liner Phi'adelphia for South- 
atmpton. 

“From Southampton I crossed over t? 
Sweden, where I tried to lose myself, 
but the image of my wife and the baby 
were always before me. I knew no 
peace, not &@ moment's joy. 

“I will cay that no woman ran away 
with me. I went to Sweden alone. 

Wotked as Waiter. 

“I had to take work at anything I 
could get and got a job cs a waiter in 
a restaurant. This was in the early 
part of 1906. I worked at that for a 
while, but waiting in a restaurant in 
Sweden after living itn st Louis is a 
sad business. I longed for the fields, 
and then I hired out as a weoeodchopper 
near Nordkoping. The woods could not

Competition Stifled and Prices Fixed and Con- 
trolled in Missouri by Monopoly, Judge 
Declares---Supreme Court Will Act 
on His Report.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 24.—Sweeping violations of Mis- 


souri’s anti-trust law are pointed out by Special 


Commissioner 


Anthony in his report to the Supreme Court today on the suits 
instituted by Attorney-General Hadley to drive the Standard, 
Republic and Waters-Pierce Oil Co. out of Missouri. 

These three companies, forming a triple combination under the 
leadership of the billion-dollar Standard Oil Co., have, according 
to Commissioner Anthony, unlawfully monopolized the oil trade 


of this State since 1901. 


The Commissioner designates their operations as “a conspiracy formed to | 


contfol prices and throttle competition.” It is pointed out that the Supreme 
Court under the law and the evidence adduced by the Commissioner, has the 
power to cancel the charter of the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. and revoke the H- 
censes granted to the Standard and Republic Oil Companies, which are incor- 


porated outside of Missouri, 


In addition to this statement, which amounts practically to a recommen: 
dation to the Court, the Commissioner draws the inference that heavy fines 
should be imposed on the three companies for repeated and willful ‘violations.

Attorney-General Hadley’s specifications of outlawry agatant the Oil Trost, 
as set forth in his original petition filed a year and a half ago, are sustained 


in every detail. 


PENALTIES POSSIBLE UNDER THE LAW 


Under the State anti-trust law, the offending oll companies may 


be fined 


$1000 for each violation of the law. As they are alleged to have been guilty of 
violations for a period of six years, the Attorney-General’s office would not be 
surprised if the aggregate penalty against the three companies amounted to halt 
a million dollars. Fines thus imposed would be turned into the State revenue 


fund. 


Neither on this point nor on the question of taking away the franchises of 
the Standard, Republic and Waters-Pierce 


companies did the Commissioner 


make any specific recommendation to the Court. 
If the Court, however, should sustain his findings, these penalties, it is be- 


iieved, would follow as a matter of course. 


COMMISSIONER ANTHONY’S REPORT 


Judge Anthony was appointed by the Supreme Court two years ago and 


has been busy 


since that time, taking testimony at various points in 


the State of Missouri and other places throughout the United States. 

The defendants were charged by Attorney-General Hadley with hav- 
ing formed a trust, combination or conspiracy to control the sale of the 
products of petroleum in the State of Missouri and to limit and prevent 


competition in such product. 

The commissioner's report is quits 
lengthy, consisting of &bout 300 printed 
pages. 

Judge Anthony reviews in detail the 
history of the organization and conduct 
of the three oil companies in the State 
of Missouri. He finds that the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Co. was organized in 1873 
as a Missouri corporation and after- 
ward reorganized in order to evade the 
anti-trust laws of Texas in 190.

Municipal Terminal Commission 
Expects to Solve Physical Pro- 
blems This Year.

A. T. Perkins, expert adviser of the 
Municipal Bridge and Terminal Com- 
mission, which will present its annual 
report Tuesday to the Municipal Assem- 
bly, said Friday that during the pres- 
ent year the Commission will practically 
dispose of the physical phases of the 
plan to give St. Louis terminal facii;- 
ties adequate to the growing business 
of the city. 

He said that the new arbitrary differ- 
ential rate system is well in hand and 
will be complete in detail by July 15. At 
present the cemmittee of traffic man- 
agers of Eastern lines is checking up 
the rates of auxiliary lines throughout 
the country and preparing to print the 
tariff rates to and from St. Louis and 
East St. Louis as one point. This is a 
difficult task, as hundreds of roads are 
involved. 

In the report to the Municipal As- 
sembly the commission wil! give a resu- 
me of the work accomplished in the 
last year, and there may be recom- 
mendations. 

The commission is now devoting its at- 
tention to giving St. Louis enlarged ter- 
args and increased freight-house facil- 

Will Double Facilities, 


It is working to double the present 
terminal facilities. The selection of 
freight-house sites is one of the most 
important problems. Tracts of land are 








being sought by the railways easy of 
access to the central part of the city 
to shorten the dravage hauls. 

The Terminal Railroad Association, 
which is working with the Municipal 
Bridge and Terminal Commission, met 
Thursday and formulated plans for ex- 
pending $10,000,000 for enlargement of 
terminals. Several million dollars are 
te be devoted to that purpose this 
year. 

Most of the propesed improvements 
will be made in Mill Creek Valley, be- 
tween Fourteenth street and Compton 
avenue. The Terminal Association is 
disposed to approve the recommenda- 
tien of the Municipal Commission for 
the erection of a four-track bridge at 
the foet of Poplar street.

anti-trust laws of Missouri by enter- 
ing into a combination with various 
dealers for- the purpose of controlling 
the price of ice. 

Wednesday’s proceedings were brief, 
and at their conclusion Mr. Sager de- 
cided to take another continuance, in 
order, he says, to ‘“‘secure several] im- 
portant witnesses who have not yet 
been heard.’’ 

Mr. Sager asks for penalties againat 
the two ice companies aggregating $71,- 
400. But while his inquiry is _ pro- 
ceeding with postponements as their 
principal feature, the Ice Trust con- 
tinues to do business in St. Louis. 

Would Prevent Doubling Prices, 

The main object of the ouster pro- 
ceedings was to prevent a repetition 
of the Ice Trust’s action a year ago, 
when it raised the price of ice froin ‘9 
to 49 per cent. 

No relief can be expected during the 
summer of 1907, as it is pointed out that 
it would be impossible for the Circuit 
Attorney to secure a decision until late 
in the fall. If the case should follow 
the ordinary routine of court procedure, 
it is probable that no final ruling will 
be made by the Circuit Court within a 
year at least. 

Meanwhile, the Kansas City authori- 
ties have set the pace for St. Louis by 
forcing its law-breaking trust magnates 
into court and assessing against them 
penalties aggregating about $30,000. 

The Kansas City suits were begun 
simultaneously with those instituted by 
Mr. Sager. 

Important Cases Piling Up. 

While the Ice Trust litigation is hang- 
ing fire, ether cases of similar import- 
ance are piling up in the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office. 

Among these is the suit against the 
Cella Commission Co., charged with 
conducting a bucketshop. That was be- 
gun June 29, 1996. The company filed a 
demurrer to the information, July 23. 
This was argued and submitted to the 
Ceurt and the motion overruled by 
Judge Ryan, Dec. 5. The company filed 
a motion for rehearing on the demur- 
rer, Dec. 8, and this motion was denied 
Jan. 4 At the same time the com- 
mission cempany filed its answer to 
the Circuit Attorney’s information. Sa- 
ger filed a motion, Jan. 9, 1907, for a 
judgment on the pleadings. This case 
is still pending. 

Cella Suit Delays Others, 

Until the courts render an opinion in 
the Cella case no action can be expect- 
ed against other cempanies alleged to 
be engaged in the same character of 
business. 

Besides these preceedings the _ St. 
Louis Circuit Attorney’s office made a 
half-hearted attempt to prosecute the 
Pittsburg Plate Glass Co. on the 
ground that it is a member of a trust. 
The parent company is at Pittsburg. In 
1906 it defied the laws of Misseuri by 
refusing te file with the Secretary of 
State an affidavit setting forth that it 
is not a member of an unlawful combi- 
nation. Atl corporations are required 
to conform to this statute or accept the 
alternative of facing civil and criminal 
prosecutions. 

According to a representative of the 
combination, the Pittsburg Plate Glass 
Co. could not file the affidavit stating 
that it is not in a trust, because to do 
so would be an evasion of the truth. 


Sager Lacked Evidence. 

Mr. Sager opened fire on the Pittsburg 
company by the institution of proceed- 
ings for the revecation of its charter in 
this State. He lacked sufficient facts 
to support his contention, and the Cir- 
cuit Court knocked it 6ut on a demur- 
rer. The Circuit Attorney, then served 
notice of an appeal to the Supreme 
Court, but the case was suddenly 
dropped and the Pittsburg company al- 
lowed to go on its usual way. 

There are hundreds of suits brought 
every year by the Circuit Attorney's of- 
fice against concerns that fail to 
the necessary anti-trust affidavit, 
beyond providing a fee of $10 in each 
case for some attorney designated by 
the Circuit Attorney, their benefit to the 
State has not been apparent. 

Term May See No Results. 


Judging by the slow procedure of the 
Circuit Attorney's office in the guits 
now pending, the hope is not bright that 
the effort to force a dissolution of the 
$50,000,009 lighting trust will bear fruit 
before Mr. Sager's present term of of- 
fice expires. 

There are many more details to be in- 
quired into concerning the operations 
of the lighting trust than are involved 
in the ice trust preceedings.

Launtz is the owner of the Metropoli- 
tan Building, East St. Louis, in which 
the Federal Court is held, and in which 
is located the central Kinloch telephone 
exchange. Vogt holds a 10-year lease on 
the saloon and cafe on the ground floor 
and the lease has yet seven years to 
run. A year ago Launtz demanded of 
Vogt and his tenant in the saloon that 
they close the doors leading from the 
Saloon to the lobby and elevator pas- 
Sageway, complaining that the open 
doors allowed the odors from the kitch- 
en and cafe to fill the lobby. 

Vogt refused, claiming that the door 
was the only entrance to the cafe unless 
his patrons passed through the saloon. 

Launtz then turned off the water and 
light to the saloon and cafe. Vogt se- 
cured an injunction restraining Launtz 
from interfering with him. 

Launtz set up that odors from the 
kitchen destroyed the building for the 
use of his other tenants and fought the 
suit. Judge Moyers granted a perma- 
nent injunction against him from turn- 
ing off the water and lights. Launtz ap- 
pealed to the Appellate Court. 

Evidence of Law Violations, 

A month ago Appellate Conrt handed 
down its opinion that Launtz’s cross- 
bill was properly dismissed in the City 
Court, but it said that Vogt had not 
come into court with clean hands, as 
evidence showed that liquor had been 
sold on Sunday in violation of law.

We have four 
or five young seals in training all the 
time, and certain dealers on the Pa- 
cific Coast have Standing orders from 
us to supply us with that number each 
year. 

“You can’t train a seal by punishing 
it when it does wrong. Just the mir-

Ordi- 
narily they have good dispositions, but

Much Patience --equired, 


“Untiring patience is required to train 
seals. Although we always have one 
or two novices- with each of our edu- 
cated herds, they'll never learn by im- 
tating the others. You've got to show 
them what you want them to do—put 
something on their noses and, when 
they finally end by balancing it there, 
give them a fish as a reward. They are 
very intelligent, more so, even than 
horses, and they quickly guess what 
you want them to do. 

“The most difficult thing we have had 
to teach them is to blow a horn with 
their own breath—our seals are the only 
ones that do this, and;our manner of 
teaching them is a trade secret. 

“‘We teach them to balance things on 
their noses and turn over without drop- 
ping the object by first teaching the 


slowly turning them over as they do it. 
Heaven alone knows how many times 
this must be done before they ‘catch 
on,’ and it depends largely on the in- 
telligence of the individual seal. It 
takes from one to two years to train 
a seal to the point where it can‘ per- 
form in public, and this means at least 
an hour’s work with a seal every day 
of that time. 

“A few seals love to be petted, but 
this isn’t the rule. Undemonstrative 
kindness, patience and qa system of re- 
warding them by giving them fish is 
the only way to train them. 

“All last summer I was teaching 
Frisco to ride a horse. The horse was 
more afraid of her than she was of the 
horse, but there was no antagonism on 
the horse’s part, and finally the trick 
was learned. Then came the bareback 
stunt, which Frisco has just learned. 


Seals Are Obliging. 


“They're an obliging lot, too. If 
one of them in the ring, tossing an 
object to be caught by another, sees 
that it has fallen and rolled away, it 
doesn’t wait for any one to go after 
it: It waddles off itself, gets it, and 
tries the trick over again. Some seals 
can be taught to bark answers to a 
question—-a certain number of barks 
meaning ‘yes’ and another number. 
‘no’ and the like—but such seals are 
few. We have two in our herds. 

“We lost eight seals by death year 
before last, and three last year. The 
average annual loss in the two herds, 
about 15 in all, is four or five. In 
their cage we have a small galvanized 
tank, kept full of water, and this 
tank is placed in the car on which 
they travel. They are fed exclusively 
on fish.” 

A little while later, Trainer H. J. 
Mooney, who has a troupe of two 
dogs, two ponies and one elephant, 
the dogs and ponies lying down in 
the ring and letting the elephant 
walk over them, talked about his act. 

“No,” he said, in answer to a ques- 
tion, “neither the ponies, Nina and 
Minnie, nor the dogs, Dot and Spot, 
are a bit afraid of being stepped on by 
Queenie, the elephant. They are all the 
best of friends, although the funny part 
at the beginning of their acquaintance 
several years ago was that the ele- 
phant was afraid of the dogs, who 
didn’t fear her a bit, and the ponies 
were afraid of the elephant, who didn’t 
fear them. 


Elephants Are Not Dangerous.

ROCKEF ELLER MUST 
LOSE MORE MONEY 


Frank, Not John D., Ordered to 
Pay Costs of Suit He Lost 
in St. Louis. 








Frank Rockefeller, who lost his money 
in a Southwest Missouri zinc mine and 
lost his suit in St. Louis to recover the 
amount of his $265,000 investment, was 
ordered by Judge Reynolds Friday to 
pay $1385, the cost of taking depositions 
in the suit. 

Rockefeller, who lives in Cleveland 
and is a brother of John D. Rockefeller, 
testified during the hearing of the suit 
last winter that he was “broke.” 

He sued Henry Gross, who sold him 
the Gobbler mine in Newton County, 
charging that the money was obtained 
under false pretenses.

TAOUSSEAU FUND 
FOR TEACHERS 


President Lockwood Has Plan to 
Increase Membership in 











Association. 





A “trousseau fund” has been suggest- 
ed by President George R. Lockwood of 
the Board of Education as an adjunct 
to the present features of the Teachers’ 
Benevolent Assoctation. 

This association is designed to provide 
a fund for the support of superannuated 
teachers. The teachers who join con- 
tribute one per cent of their salary and 
are entitled to a pension after 25 years’ 
service. It is a rule that a teacher who 


desires to join the association must do | 


80 within the first five years she is 
teaching, or not at all. 

According to Mr. Lockwood, many of 
the young teachers hesitate to join 
when they are appointed, because they 
are not certain that matrimony may not 
Overtake them within that period. 

“So I have suggested this trousseau 
fund to help the association along,’’ Mr. 
Lockwood told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“My plan would permit every teacher 
to join by providing that in the event 
that she resigned to enter matrimony, 
three-fourths of the amount she paid in 
should be returned te her. This plan 
would increase the membership, I am 
sure.”’ 

Mr. Lockwood says his suggestion has 
been considered by the efficers of the 
association, but has not yet been 
adopted.

NE could hardly fancy an England 
QO without the Thames. It is the 
source, the inspiration, the par- 
aicipant in so much that distinguishes 
England's sylvan beauty. In the cen- 
turies that have lived upon its banks it 
has been a potent factor in the civiliza- 
tion of this island-kingdom. It cuts in 
twain and laves the burliest city In all 
the world, a dark mass of human struc- 
ture impenetrably profound. It rides 
a@ vast commerce from London to the 
sea, and along its jutting wharves nights 
are often made darker with its trage- 
dles. Its name has been variously 
stated at Tameses, Tamese, Tamises (at 





the juncture of the Isis and Tame, mbar 
Dorchester), Tamisa, Tamesa, Thame- 
sia, Thamesis, and finally Isis ((where 
it flows between the Oxfordshire and 
Buckinghamshire shores). Thus, at Ox- 
ford it is still often called the Isis until 
it receives the shallow river Tame just 
below Dorchester, from which point it 
is called Thames.

Really Counts.

“Kid’’ Solomon and Abe Attell will 
meet tonight out in Los Angeles in a 
fight supposed to be for the title of 
feather-weight champion. The betting 
makes Attell. a2-to-1 favorite, and on 
form he should be 1 to ®. 

Of course, Solomon may turn out to be 
a big surprise and a great little fighter, 
but so far he has been “made” by his 
manager. Johnny Corbett, the Denver 
manager who brought Young Corbett to 
the front and made him a champion and 
now has a stable of fighters.in Den- 
ver, makes the positive assertion that all 
young fighters need managers. 

Speaking of the trials and tribulations 
of the managers of fighters, Corbett 
Bays: 

“A fighter without a manager of some 
kind to start. off with in his career 
nowadays is like a boat that sets out 
without a captain. He must be steered 
through all kinds of obstacles in Order 
to succeed, but unlike the good old 
Ship, once the fighter does succeed to 
any great extent, he takes on an atti- 
tude of importance that usually lands 
both himself and the manager at the 
bottom rung of the ladder, where they 
started from, and it’s up to the mana- 

ger to once more prepare the way for 
the climbing again. 
Fighter Seeks Manager. 

“To begin with, as is always the 
case, the fighter who seeks a manager 
is one without a reputation that’s need- 
ed to get the matches. Otherwise the 
fighter does not need the manager, and 
you never find the fighter looking for a 
manager when he doesn’t need one, It 
is when the pug is. broke that he goes 
casting about for a match and a meal 
ticket. 

“No manager can hope to succeed in 
obtaining matches for a raw recruit of a 
fighter without first having prestige 
with the sporting writers throughout 
the country. He must also have been 
one who has made the rounds of the 
country getting acquainted with the 
boxing situation everywhere and having 
the faculty of making friends at all 
points he has visited. Very few indecd 
are the fighters who have started on 
their career without some assurance of 
this kind. 

“If the fighter fails to. make a g00da 
impression the project! will usually fal! 
flat after one or two attempts, the loss 
of which always rests for the managers 
to settle for. If the fighter succeeds, all 
goes Well for a while. The second and 
possibly the third successful venture will 
bring out the qualities of the pug that 
will either bring him right to the top or 
take him down the line where he may 
belong. 

Keeps Manager Basy. 

“The fat proportion of the fighter’s 
pocketbook gives vent to his most nat- 
ural habits. If addicted to drink or 
gambling these will show up at once. 
The manager's efforts to ead his 
charge In the right path often cause 
@ falling out in the camp, and if the 

_ fighter persists in using his own mind 
in the matter he might as well be 
given up as a bad job. 

“There's one more obstacle that the 
manager has to wrestle with in the 
matter of keeping his charge a paying 
proposition once he rises to the pin- 
nacle of fame—and that fs to keep the 
pug's head from swelling to such an ex- 
tent that his overconfidence will tend 
to make him careless regarding the out. 
come of any and. all battles they have 
in view.

here in Missouri there is one of the most 
This is “Woodlands,” lo- 


cated in the immediate vicinity of Bridgeton, St. Louis County, and owned 


and operated by Barney Schreiber. 


Since the closing down of the famous Rancho del Paso stud in California 
last year, there is nothing between the Missouri River and the Pacific 
Coast that can compare with Woodlands as a producer of thoroughbreds. 
It is doubtful if even the historic studs of Kentucky and Tennessee have any 
advantages over Woodlands, although, of course, in the matter of age and 


prestige they are superior. 


There are other studs in Missouri besides Schrei- 


ber’s, but his is the only one of national prominence. 
Schreiber’s history is a romance. Born and educated in Germany, he came 
to the United States a very young man, with no capital but his Teutonic 


grit. 


Twenty years ago, when he had barely reached his majority, he was 


not worth a dollar; now he is the proud owner of 1000 acres of Missouri soil 


coverd with blue grass, and shaded 


here and there with mighty oaks and 


huge elms, and on which he has installed the best thoroughbred blood strains, 


collected in almost every quarter of the globe. 


N a commanding position at Wood- 
| lands there is located a fine mansion 

in the. colonial style, where Mr. 
Schreiber passes a few months every 
year, making himself acquainted with 
his racing stock and giving the benefit 
of his vast experience to his manager 
and foremen. 

He usually spends half the year in 
California, where he has also got a 
farm, and the balance of his time is 
divided between the New York and Ken- 
tucky racetracks and Woodlands. 

Mr. Schreiber rdrely attends the win- 
ter racing at New Orleans, although he 
is represented there. 

The principal stallions at Woodlands 
and the ones best known to the racing 
public are Sain, Bannockburn and Sir 
Hercules. Schreiber has always been 
most favorably impressed with the 
qualities of Sain as a producer. He pur- 
chased him several years ago in San 
Francisco for a small sum, and two 
years ago refused an offer of $75,000 
made by one of the most prominent 
breeders in the country. -This seemed 
te be a most liberal, if not unprecedent- 
ed offer, for an American sire, but it 
was promptly and firmly declined. From 
the point of view of bleod lines Sain 
can hold his own in any company in 
this country. He is a sen of St. Cerf, 
a horse that the late Marcus Daly im- 
ported from England for his Bitter Root 
ranch stud. St. Cerf was by St. Simon, 
the most prolific and successful of Eng- 
lish stallions, and the sire of Persim- 
mon and Diamond Jubiiee, both of 
whom won the Epsom Derby in the 
colors of King Edward VII. 


IAMOND JUBILEE was pur- 

‘Chased by a syndicate of South 

American breeders and is now in 

the Argentine Republic, where he may 

be expected to give tone and character 

to the future racing champions of that 
country. 

Sain is, therefore, of royal lMneage in 
the horse world, and considering his 
achievements, $75,00 may not have been 
such a big sum to refuse for him. St. 
Blaise was bought for $100,000, and he 
was a comparative failure as a sire. 

Adam was purchased for $125,000, and 
he has yet to prove his worth, and W. 
O’B. McDonough paid $150,000 for Or- 
monde, and with the single exception of 
Ormondale he has produced nothing of 
note. Sain, on the other hand, has al- 
ready given to the American turf such 
sterling performers as Gehimness, So- 
fala, Dewey, Otis, Deutschland, Schwal- 
be; Lacy Crawford, Corrigan, Tom Mc-

He is a bright bay in color, about the 
same size as Sain, but considerably 
lighter. Sir Hercules holds the world’s 
record for a mile on a straight track, 
having covered the distance in England 
in 1:344¢6. This makes Salvator’s record 
poor in comparison. 

But although Sain has given the 
Woodlands stud a national reputation, 
its permanent fame will probably rest 
on the great. stallion Bannockburn. 
This horse which was successively 
owned by ‘“‘Umbrella_ Bill’? McGuigan 
and Pat Dunne, had a fine career on 
the turf. He was a stake horse of the 
highest type. 

‘Among his performances fs a mile in 
7.38 over a California track. This bril- 
liant feat was done with a good pack- 
age in the saddle, and fully entitles

Bannockburn {fs a magnificent speci- 
men of his kind. Standing over 16 
hands, his every line indicates power 
and character. He is still a young 
horse, but he has already established 
his name high in the list of American 
sires, and, barring accidents, he is des- 
tined for greater triumphs. 

By common consent Dr. Gardner is 
considered one of the greatest, if not 
the greatest, horses of the present time, 
and he is a son of Bannockburn. 

Mr. Schreiber sold the Doctor last 
year to New York parties for $15,000, but 
he could not be purchased now for twice 


that amount.

Frederick G. Decker, Barber, Quit Ministry and 
Medicine, Now Devoting All His Spare 
Time to Study of Law. 





For nine years Frederick G. Decker 
has toiled and striven to get out of his 
place behind a barber chair. He has 
worked by day and studied by night. 
He has studied by day and worked by 
night. He has even been hungry. And 


lhe has known the bitterness of thread- 
bare clothing and the ridicule of his 
fellows. 3ut he has never known dis- 
couragement. And he is yet striving, 
hoping that some day he will stand as 
an attorney before the bar. 

His father was a barber before him, 
with a shop for many_ years at 1609 
Market street. The boy had no chance 
at an education. He learned to read 
in a public school and when he was 12 
years old he went to work with his 
father. 

When he was 21 he decided to be a 
minister and entered Shurtleff Col- 
lege in Alton, I'l. He had no money. 
He took his razors and his. barber's 
chair with him and set up business in 
his room in the college dormitory and 
paid his way by shaving the students. 
He was there for three years. 

Preached at Baptist Mission. 

Each Sunday he preached, sometimes 
in the Broadway Baptist Mission in St. 
Louis. And then, after three years of 
study, he discovered that he could not 
conscientiously preach the doctrine. He 
could not believe in the doctrines of the 
Trinity. And so, rather than live a 
lie and preach what he believed to be 
untrue, he gave it up and returned to 
his barber chair. 

His next ambition was to be a law- 
yer, but a friend gave him a free scho!- 
arship in Marion Simms Medical Col- 
lege and he entered there, working at 
his trade an hour at noon and an hour 
or two at night. After a year of that 
he stood second in a class of 22. And 
then he found that he was not fitted 
to be a physician. He had ‘he gift of 
epeech. 

He yearned for the legal combat of 
the courtroom. So ne gave up the medi- 
cal college and entered the Benton Law 
School, attending the sessions by day 
and working behind his barber shop at 
night. He was getting on well in his 
studies and liked them. And then his 
father was taken sick, tne income of his 
family was cut off and he had to leave 
school again and go back to the bar- 
ber’s chair to support his father, his 
mother and his sister. He !s working 
now at the Buckingham Hotel. 


Feels That He Must Hurry. 
“I am 30 years old now,” he says,, ‘and 
if I am to get there I must hurry. But 


I will never give up. I am reading law 
at night, but I don’t see how I am to 
get an opening to practice law. It takes 
all of my $60 a month to support our 
family. I have tried for positions that 
would pay more money, but what can a 
barber do. You know Y still preach 
some, not the creed of any church, but 
the religion of the golden rule. Often I 
make a good impression and people 
come up to congratulate me and to learn 
who Iam. And you ought to hear the 
tone with which they say: 

“*O, a barber!’ 

“Not that there’s anything disgraceful 
or dishonorable about the calling of a 
barber, but people seem to think that a 
barber could not by any possibility be 
anything but a barber. I have applied 
for many positions, such as clerking In 
railroad offices, but when they ask me 
where I worked last and I say: “As a

Charge That Money Paid for 
Moving Soldiers Was 
Divided. 





RECORDS ALL BURNED 





Crow Trying to Prove Pian 
That Prevented Com- 
petition. 





That the United States Government 
itself was a party to an alleged illegal 
agreement with four Western railroads 
relative to the transportation of troops 
from Jefferson Barracks to Fort Logan, 
Colo., is about to be proved by the at- 
torneys representing the Government in 
the suit to oust the Terminal Associa- 
tion for forming a combination in re- 
straint of trade. 

But for a convenient fire in June, 
1996, which destroyed the records of the 
Missouri Pacific Railway Co., this fact 
would have been developed Friday by 
former Attorriey-General E. CC. Crow. 
The fire destroyed the correspondence 
that passed between the railroad com- 
pany and other roads and the Quarter- 
master-General of the army. 2 

When the records are finally discov- 
ered, if any exist, Attorney Crow said, 
they will show that the Missouri Pacific 
carried the troops from Jefferson Bar- 
racks to Fort Logan, and divided the 
revenue received from the Government 
with the Rock Island, Chicago & Alton 
and Burlington roads, all of which are 
competing lines. Although these roads 
did not render any service whatever, 
they received, under an agreement, a 
portion of the money paid by the Gov- 
ernment for hauling the troops. 

By means of an arrangement of this 
kind, to which, it appears, the War De- 
partment at least was a party, the 
railroads were: enabled to eliminate ev- 
ery vestige of competition. 

Records Were Burned, 

Attorney Crow has served a supena 
duces tecum on H. C. Townsend, gen- 
eral passenger agent of the Missouri 
Pacific, to produce the records and cor- 
respondence relative to the movement 
of troops during the years 1903, 1904 and 
19%.

Nephew to Contest Will Giving His 
Relative’s Wealth to Colorado 
Judge. 





MADE FORTUNE AS MINER 





James Hopkins, East St. Louis, to 
Fight for Estate Given to 
Reward Friend. 





James Hopkins of East St. Louis be- 
lieves that the Patrick Hopkins who 
died recently in Pueblo, Colo., leaving 
a large estate in cash and mining 
Stocks, is his long-lost uncle, and will 
contest the will. Following a letter 
written by him to Judge Owers of Lead- 
ville, claiming the estate, Hopkins wrote 
letters to his uncle and aunt, Thomas 
Hopkins and Mrs. Catherine Burke of 
Pittsburg, Pa., brother and sister of 
Patrick Hopkins, enlisting their help. 

James Hopkins lives at 1904 Missouri 
avenue with his wife and seven children 
and is a bartender at Adam Becker's sa- 
loon, Eighteenth street and Missouri av- 
enue. Five years ago he came to East 
St. Louis from Homestead, Pa., where 
he was employed as a steel smelter. His 
father, James Hopkins, is dead. 

If the identity is proven and the es- 
tate is divided, one-fifth will go to the 
Hopkins heirs, which will be divided 
between James, Patrick, and the son of 
a deceased brother. 

Lett Estate to Judge. 

Hopkins became interested two weeks 
ago when he read an item in a news- 
paper stating that a Patrick Hopkins, 70 
years old, had died in a shanty at 
Pueblo after coming from the moun- 
tains and spending money lavishly for 
two weeks. The item also said -that a 
will was found on a memorandum book 
in Hopkins’ pocket bequeathing all of 
his preperty to Judge Owers of Lead- 
ville, in consideration of a favor by 
Judge Owers. 

Hopkins immediately wrote a letter 
to Judge Owers saying that he would 
contest the will and demand his share 
in the esState. He has not received an 
answer. 

Patrick Long Missing. 

He says that Patrick and Thomas 
his brother, left England for America in 
1856 and settled in Philadelphia. Thomas 
went further west. When he returned 
to Philadelphia Patrick was gone and 
no trace of him has been found since 
1872. Mrs. Burke went to Philadelphia 
15 years ago in search of him or his 
family, and says that his family is 


dead. 

At the time he lived tn Philadeluohia 
Patrick Hopkins was a longshoreman. 
A relative heard several years ago 
that Patrick had gone West, but noth- 
ing more definite could be learned. It 
is the belief of the family that Pat- 
rick went into the Western gold fields 
and made a strike. This theory is 
strengtheend by the report after his 
death that when he came from the 
mountains he carried over $2000 in his 
pockets. 


ALKALI LAND WILL 
MADE FERTILE 


Irrigation Bureau Offers to Join 
Colorado in Reclaiming 
Great Tract. 




















DENVER, Coio.,.May 2%5.—Millions of 
dollars’ worth of alkali lowlands in 
Colorado will be reclaimed by a sclen- 
tific system of drainage which the Fed- 
eral Government, in eontunction with 
the State, is planning to apply first in 
San Luis Valley, according to Elwood 
Mead, chief of irrigation and drainage 
investigators, Department of Agricul. 
ture, who is in Denver from Washing- 


ton. 

Mr. Mead says that within six weeks 
the Government surveyors will be sent 
from Washington to the San Luis Val- 
ley to survey the lands which will be 
reclaimed. It is the purpose of the 
department, threveh Mr. Mead, to as. 
certain the area of the alkali lands 
them to join with the State of Celorads 
in carrying out the drainage system 
which has been worked out in Utah 
successfully by experiments. Utah has 
decided to continue the reclamation of 
alkali areas in the State's lowlands by 
additional appropriations. 

The system has also been adopted by 
many of the farmers of the State on 
their lands which have been worn out 
by the alkali surface. - 

“Corps of surveyors will be in the 
San Luis Valley ecriy in July,” said 
Mr. Mead, “to find out just hew much 
of the iands can be reclaimed by the 
new system. I shall confer with State 
Engineer Thomas W. Jaycex relative 
to our plan and enlist the co-operation 
of Colorado. The farmers of that sec- 
tion will also be apprised ef the plan. 
The purpose is to get both Btate and 
individual ce-operation. It will mean 
to Colorado the cenversion of thousands 
of acres of alkill lands, now worthless. 
into soll that will produce crops equal 
to the best. 

“In Utah small sewer pipe is placed 
beneath the soll se as to drain the land 
properly and carry off aa much of the 
alkali that would be left by the raina or 
by the seepage from the higher lands. 
This plan will work nere. me alkali 
is good for the soll, but too much makes 
the soll worthless.

The local market was nerveus and un- 
settled all day and prices fluctuated sud- 
denly and rapidly though in a rather 
narrow range. Initial prices were }%@%c 
lower, due to some scattered pit selling 
on the better weather conditions. Rains 
were general in Kansas and Nebraska 
last night and the weather is now 
cloudy and cool there. Some tightness 
appeared at the fractional decline and 
a rally was made, but the bulls were 
disappointed at the poor response that 
was made to the strong cables and a 
very bullish report from Roumania 
stating that the rains there were in- 
consequential and that 40 to 50 per cent 
of the crop is irretrievably lost, and 
that the rest is endangered and under 
considerable liquidation prices declined 
to 1%@1%c below Thursday's close. 

A good demand appeared when the 
bottom was reached, however, and 
prices recovered to somewhat above the 
previous close. The late market was 
nervous and unsettled and several slight 
declines and recoveries were made and 
the close was lic to 1%c below the high 
point and steady for the day. 

The cash wheat market was quiet and 
prices were somewhat easier, with a 
slow demand. Primary receipts of wheat 
were 534,664 bu, against 258,665 bu last 
year, and shipments were 530,254 bu, 
against 362,500 bu last year. Local re- 
ceipts were 11,189 bu, against 41,800 bu 
last year, and shipments were 15,480 bu. 
Clearances for the week were 3,685,009 
bu, and for the day 214,000 bu. 

The firm opening cables and reports 
of replanting in Danubia caused a 
fractionally higher start for corn, but 
the domestic weather map showed im- 
provement and the heavy farmers’ seles 
of corn continued and under consider- 
able pit liquidation prices declise-d 
about %@%c. The tone in the late mar- 
ket, though, was good and prices re- 
covered, closing 4c higher for the day. 
A liberal amount of corn was exported 
yesterday and this encouraged the buy- 
ing. Cables closed unchanged to 
lower on spot corn and %d to \%d lower 
on the futures. Argentine corn ship- 
ments were 731.000 bu, against 285,000 bu 
last week and 2,624,000 bu a year ago 

The cash corn market was quiet with 
a good demand and prices ruled firm. 
Receipts of corn at primary markets 
Were 322,330 bu, against 850,425 bu last 
year, and shipments were 641,673 bu, 
against 326,000 bu last year.
